Washington, March 27 </f>— A 


White House disclosure that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt wants his cabinet 
ofliccrs ajid American diplomats 
abroad to stick to their own jobs 
during the San Francisco Confer- 
ence next month today slarted a 
torrent of rumors about immedi- 
ate victory in Europe. 


So far as the White House was 


concerned, they were only rumors. 


It nil began 
when 
Jonathan 


Daniels, presidential press secre- 
tary, was asked whether he look- 
ed for a very large outpouring 
from Washington lo the 
World 


Security 
Conference 
starting 


April 25. 


"No, very definitely we don't," 


Daniels said. "The President has 
scut a message to the Secretary 
of State ami members of the cabi- 
net pointing out to the Secretary 
of State the importance of 
all 


chiefs of mission remaining 
at 


their post 
during this critical 


time, and a similar message 
to 


members of his cabinet agreeing 
(sic) he felt that they should stay 
at their posts." 


By chiefs of mission, Daniels 


said he meant American Ambassa- 
dors and Ministers "to other na- 
tions. 


Through Secretary 
of 
State 


Stettinius, as 
chairman of the 


American delegation to • the 
San 


Francisco 
Conference, 
Daniels 


said the President "has asked the 
members of the 
delegation 
to 


keep their advisers and so forth 
to a compact group in order that 
there won't be a strain on trans- 
portation within the country or 
on hotel facilities so that we can 
take care of our 
distinguished 


t'uosls from olher countries." 


Diiniels 
was 
asked 
whether 


members of the cabinet other than 
Stettinius were supposed to go to 
San Francisco and why a message 
vas sent to the cabinet. 


"It was not a matter specifical- 


y of singling out the cabinet," 
)aniels said, "but we want to 
icep all oiiicials there at a min- 
imum at a lime when we are go- 
ing lo, have travel and hotel fa-, 
n lilies and so forth for people 
from all over the world." 


A similar request, he said, has 


not been transmitted to members 
of Congress. 


"Is this request based solely on 


the matter of travel and hotels or 
also on the world situation?" a 
reporter inquired. 


"Well," Daniels replied, "so far 


as the ambassadors and ministers 
in the other countries are con- 
cerned, it is felt at this time that 
they ought to be on their own 
jobs." 


Daniels made known that the 


President's 
communication to 


cabinet members was dated March 
16. 


When, on the basis of Daniels 


remarks, rumors 
of 
immediate 


peace, began 
to 
circulate, the 


White House was deluged with 
telephone calls. 
Daniels' 
office 


was kept busy explaining that the 
primary purpose of thc presiden 
tial request was to reduce the 
load on transportation and hotels 
and to keep diplomats at their 
posls instead of visiting San Fran 
cisco.

NATIONALIZING JOV 


I have been reading an Act of Congress entitled 


If. n. 5 which is another tricky device of our own 
otalitarians to take over the lives of the1 American 
people from the cradle to the grave. These gentle 
>ocial workers must sit around, day "nd night, 
wondering whether there is not another ounce ot 
XWCT or a few more jobs for the elite tha^t can be 
squeezed out of Congress. 


This II. K. 5 bus to do with recreation and, or 


course it is camoutlaRed •artfully as a war measure 
and as an aid to veterans, but when one reads the 
bill carefully, it has to do with the whole American 
icoplc, of all ages' and conditions and is to alfcct 
conditions permanently. So we can skip . all tlie 
references to war and veterans in II. li. 5 and see 
precisely what the welfare boys and girls are up to. 


11. li. 5 is a bill "to make available specialized 


services and facilities to stales, areas, 
counties, 


and communities in developing recreation programs 
'or the people of the United States in the transition 
icriod from war to peace and beyond, designed to 
aid in the speedy rehabilitation and absorption of 
war veterans anil their families into normal and 
satisfying community life: to provide u variety of 
wholesome leisure-time activitim; available to all 
youth to the end of aiding in the building of better 
lealth, physical well-being, character, and citizen- 
ship, stimulating intellectual and desirable avoca- 
lional pursuits, and reducing and preventing acci- 
dents, delinquency, and crime; and making com- 
munities more attractive and desirable as places in 
which to live and conduct business. 


I suggest you note the weasel words "and be- 


yond," which tells the story rather than all that 
precedes them. Also notice the phrase, "and their 
families into normal and 
satisfying 
community 


life." Precisely what is a "normal and satisfying 
community life?" How is that to be determined 
by a bureau in Washington for such disparate 
places as New York and Salt Lake City; Charles- 
ton, S. C-, and Boston, Massachusetts. 


Let us note further: This OHice of Community 


Recreation 'Service, that tiie hill provides for, is to 
look after recreation, but it also wants to manage 
"character and citizenship," character represent- 
ing the morals of man which arc the responsibility 
of parents and the church; citizenship, which is the 
responsibility of our locally-managed school sys- 
tems. Then they go further: "and making com- 
munities more attractive and desirable as.' places 
in which to live and conduct business"— which ob- 
viously is the responsibility and iunction of muni- 
cipal and town administrations elected 
by 
the 


people. 


True the bill says that this office is only to give 


advice, not to operate recreation. But you may 
recall that many of the great 'administrative 
adcncies started as advisory, pusher into partici- 
pation, and ended by controlling — sometimes by 
"request" which is the new trick word for justify- 
ing extra-legal functions.

CANCER CELLS 


Most of us may wonder why our research work- 


ers, thousands of them, with wonderful laboratories 
and splendid opportunities for experimental work, 
have not yet learned the cause of cancer. It is true 
that physicians now know more than ever before 
about cancer and what causes certain types, that 
surgery. X-rays and radium can cure cancer in its 
early stages, but how cancer starts and what makes 
it STOW or develop is still unknown. 


It is known that 'cancer cells originally were 


normal cells and that something causes them to 
prow in a disorderly manner and be called the 
"gangster" cells of the body. Irritation of the sur- 
face of a tissue is the usual start of a cancer. 


In an article in Nature entitled Transformation 


of Cells ,ind Viruses. Dr. A. Ilruldow stairs that Ihe 
chanse of normal cells into ranrcr cells is a most 
remarkable transformation. This change occurs ol 
its own accord or it can lie caused by chemicals. 
X-rays, and other radiations. Generally there is 
more or loss change in structure of liie cells in 
cancer with a gain in the rale at which the cell-. 
grow. The chance from the normal cell to the can- 
cer cell is permanent: the cell never returns to. or 
becomes a normal cell again." The cancer ceil con- 
tinues to multiply in ihc Ixxiy. in transplants 
(groupof c.inccrccllsi placcrj in another Ixxlv. ami 
multiply even in cultures outside )he body'itfelf.

In the Western Pacific (delayed) 


—There arc moments when a voy- 
age to war has much of the calm 
and repose of a pleasure cruise in 
peacetime. 


For day after day we sailed in 


seas that were smooth and warm, 
under benign skies.

True, wo 
kept air patrols in the sky, but

are taught to stay in them some 
not appearing until • five or six 
years of age. The women also are 
extremely retiring. However, the 
more modern natives arc building 
the homes nearer the surface. 
Many of the natives were evacu- 
ated during the war.
